N responding to an address by 
| Mayor of Turin at a 

luncheon in his honor here to- 
day, President Wileon said: 

“Your Excellency and Feliow- 
Citizens: You show your wel- 
come in many delightful ways 
and in no more e@@ightful way 
than in which you have shown 
it today. The words which the 
Mayor has uttered have touched 
me very much, and I have been 
both touched and stimulated by 
the words which the signor has 
so kindly uttered in behalf of 
the Government of this great 
kingdom. 

“It is very delightful to feel 
my association with that Gov- 
ernment and with this city, and 
I know how much and with 
what vitality Italian effort comes 
out of this great center of indus- 
try and thought. As I passed 
through your streets I had this 
rensation, a sensation which ! 
have often had in my own dear 
country at home, a sensation of 
friendship and of close sympa 
thetic contact. 1 could have be- 


lieved myself in an American 
eity. 1 felt more than that. lI 


felt what I have also felt at 
home, that the rea) blood of the 
republic flowed in the streets, in 
the veins of these plain people 
who more than some of the rest 
of us have borne the stress and 
burden of war. 
“Think of the Price!" 

“Think of the price at which 
you and I have purchased the 
victory which we have won! 
Think of the price of blood and 
treasure not only, Put the price 
of tears and the price of hunger 
on the part of little children, of 
the hopes delayed or the dis- 
mayed prospects that bore heav- 
ily upon the homes! Those of us 
who plan battles and those of us 
who concelve political move- 
ments do not bear the burden of 
it. We direct and the others ex- 
ecute. We plan and the others 
perform and the conquest of 
spirit ts greater than the con- 
quest of arms. 

“These are the people that 
never let go. They say nothing. 
They live merely from day to 
day, determined that the glory 
of Italy or that the glory of the 
United States shall not depar 
from her. 

“T have been thinking as I 
passed through your streets and 
stood here that thie was the 
place of the labors of the great 
Cavour and I thought how in- 
possible would have been many 
of the things which have hap 
pened in Italy since his day and 
how impossible the great 
achievements of Italy in the 
jast three years would have 
been without the work of Ca 
vour. 

Real Makers of War and Peace. 

“Ever since I was a boy one 
of my favorite portraits has been 
a portrait of Cavour, because I 
have read of him and of the day 
in which his mind took in the 
nations, and of the national! 
scope of his strong, determined 
and patriotic endeavor that 
never allowed obstacles to dis 
may and always stood at the 
side of the King and planned the 
great things which the King wa 
enabled to accomplsh. 

“And I had another thought 
This is a great industrial cit: 
Perhaps you gentiemen think of 
the members of your Govern- 
ment and the members of other 


Governments who are going to 
confer in the city of Paris as 
the real makers of war and 
peace, but we are not. You are 


the makers of war and of peace 
The pulse of the modern world 
beats on the farms and in the 
mines and in the factories. The 
plans of the modern world are 
made in the counting house. The 
men that do the business of the 
world now shape the destinies of 
the world and peace or war Is 
now in a large measure in the 
hands of those who conduct the 
commerce of the world. That ls 
one reason why, unless we es 
tablish friendships, unless we 
establish sympathies, we ciog aii 
the processes of modern life. I 
have severa) times said that you 
cannot trade with a man who 
does not trust you, and you will 
not trade with a man whom you 
do not trust. Trust Is the very 
vital life and breath of business 
and suspicion and unjust na- 
tional rivalries stand In the way 
of trade and stand In the way of 
industry. 


Processes of Conquest 

A country is owned aid 
dominated by the capital that 
is invested in {t. I do not need 
to inestruct you, gentlemen, in 
that fundamental idea. In pro- 
portion as foreign capital comes 
in among you and takes its hold, 
in that proportion does foreign 
influence come in and take ita 
hold and, theerfore, the proc- 
eases of capital are in an actual 
sense the processes of conquest. 

“T have onty this suggestion 


before we go to Paris to con- 
clude a peace. You stay here 
to continue it. We can etart 


the peace, but ft is your duty to 
continue it.. We can only make 
the large conclusions. You con- 
stantiy transact the detal!l which 
constitutes the processes of the 
life of a nation. And so it is 
very delightful to me to stand 
in this company and feel that 
we are not foreigners to each 
other. We think the same 
thoughts, we entertain the same 
purpores, we have the same 


ideals, and this wur has Ggone 
this inestimable service—it has 
brought the nations into close 
and vital contact, so that they 
feel the pulses that are in each 
other, and so that they know the 
purposes by which each is ani- 


mated. 
“Wei know in America great 
leal about Italy, becasue we 


have so many Italians. 

“Fellow citizens, when Baron 
Sonnino (the Italian Foreign 
Minister) was arguing the other 
day for the extension of the 
vereignty of Italy over the 
populations, I said to 
him that 1 was sorry we could 
not let you have New York 
which, I understand, is the 
greatest Italian city the world. 
I am told that there are more 
Italians in New York City than 
in any city in Italy, and I am 
proud to be President of a na- 
tion which contains so large an 
element of the Italian race, be- 
as a etudent of literature, 
r know the genius that has orig- 
mated in this great nation, the 
genius of thought and of poetry 
and philosophy and of music. I 
am happy to be a part of the 
nation which enriched and 
mado better by. the introduction 
of such elements of genius and 
of inspiration. 

“May I not again thank the 
representatives of this gerat city 
and the representatives of the 
Government for the welcome 
they have given me, and say 
again, for I cannot say it too 
often, viva Italia.”’

Lynchings Must Cease. 
To the Editor of the Poet-Dispatch. 

The heart of America rejoices in the 
advent of peace; our pulses throb, our 
footsteps quicken and our souls are glad 
as we realize that our ideals and aspira- 
tions for a world safe for democracy at 
last are realized. Negro citizens rejoice 
with the nation because they, too, have 
shared in the glory of this achievement. 
It is the negro's glorious heritage to have 
played his part in every conflict where 
the honor of the red, white and blue is 
at stake. 

Now shall justice slumber on unmind- 
ful that hatred for the weak, defence- 
less black man continues to drag him 
forth to face the fury of a cruel mob? 
Has he no rights guaranteed under the 
Constitution in this the asylum for the 
poor oppressed of all other lands; yet 
allowing her own citizens, American-born 
black men, to be persecuted, proscribed, 
ridiculed, disfranchised and _ lynched!

Since then we have gone far in improving machinery 
and methods. Standardization is an American device 
which has greatly increased the rate of production arid 
reduced its cost. By a careful study and application 
of efficient methods which tend to eliminate waste of 
time, energy, labor and material, it has been demon- 
strated beyond question that the rate and cost of pro- 
duction can be reduced without increasing the hours 
or decreasing the wages of labor. As a matter of fact, 
the decreasing cost and the increasing rate of produc- 
tion caused by the application of the principles and 
methods of scientific management has permitted the 
reducing of the hours and the increasing of the wages 
of labor without increasing the cost of production. As 
the rate of production increases and waste is eliminated 
the cost of labor becomes less and less a determining 
factor in the cost of production and the price of com- 
modities. 

To efficiency which increases the profits of productive 
industry must be added fairness in the division of 
profits between capital and labor, the period of tre- 
mendous profits for capital, regardless of all other ele- 
ments in industry and commerce, is passing. In world 
competition American genius, skill and energy can. 
hold their own, but we must be satisfied with fair re- 
turns on investment and labor must have its just share 
of the earnings of business. The prosperity that we win 
must be general. It must be distributed fairly among 
all who contribute to it. Unless all the elements of our 
social and industrial society are prosperous and content 
we are building on a false foundation, which cannot 
endure. Democracy will be a failure if any of its

| BETTER LAWS FOR THE CHILDREN. 

Judge Harry Olson, Chief Justice of the Chicago Mu-_ 
nicipal Court, in his address at the M. A. A. on Mon- 
day, told the audience that in his opinion the Missouri 
children’s code, to be submitted to the next General As-. 
sembly, was better than anything Illinois had in the 
way of legislation for the protection of children. He. 
approved especially of the provisions of the code which 
its framers believe would tend toward the diminution 
of illegitimacy and the better control of the feeble 
minded. He said that his long experience with juvenile 
criminals had convinced him that the usual method of 
dealing with them must, in the interest of the com- | 
munity, be changed. They must be dealt with on the} 
theory, now proved by psychopathic research, that a. 
large per cent of them are mentally and morally defec- | 
tive. And he held that youth of both sexes should | 
be given the benefit of the Juvenile Court up fo the age | 
of 20. | 

But if our children’s code, when enacted, would be in| 
advance of that of Illinois, Judge Olson made it clear 
that, in the matter of the scientific treatment of juve-_ 
nile criminals, the Chicago courts have made more prog-. 
ress than ours. In conjunction with its Domestic Rela- 
tions Court, Chicago, by the employment of skilled psy- |

chopathists and a laboratory outfit, can sift out the) 
feeble-minded and emotionally unbalanced youth from) 
the normal criminal and prescribe the proper treatment. | 

Judge Olson, while admitting that it would be difficult | 
to have it enacted, emphasized his belief in the efficacy | 
of the proposed provision {n the code to prohibit the mar- | 
‘riage of the feeble-minded, epileptic and imbecile. The/| 
Statistics of crime have shown, he said, that only 2 per | 
cent of the population are criminal. And, as a very 
large per cent of these are of the class covered by this | 
provision, the prevention of their marriage would speed- | 
ily diminish the number of criminals, so that Juvenile | 
and Criminal Courts would have little to do. | 

The segregation of the mentally defective on pleasant. 
farms, where they could make themselves almost self- | 
| supporting, is, in Judge Olson's view, the best solution 
of the entire problem. 

Judge Olson stated that it was his intention to take | 
back to Chicago the Missour! Children’s Code and com- | 
mend it to the Illinois Legislature. Missourians who’ 
are interested In it should work for its enactment. It 
will not do to let Chicago point to laws which Illinois | 
adopted, having their origin in Missour!, but which this’ 
State failed to pass. Missouri! needs the children’s code.

Peace had a great fascination for 
the Romans, notwithstanding their 
conquests and their interminable wars. 
Numa built at the northeast end of 
the Forum a gate or arch which cor- 
responded in a way to our more recent 
peace temples. This gate was open 
during war and closed during peace. 
It was closed only four times before 
the Christian era; and Julius Caesar 
had a brick under it, as we would say, 
almost throughout his reign. His 
nephew, Augustus, put in most of his 
long life trying to keep the gate closed; 
and except when Mark Antony got his 
rootin it, and on one ortwo other glight 
occasions, he did mighty well. The 
hope of lasting peace is no new thing 
under the sun. There were a great 
many people in the world at that time 
who believed war had become a thing 
of the past, and Augustus was widely 
hailed as the great peacemaker. It 
must have been that Mr. Wilson, who 
knows history, thought of Augustus 
when he went down to Rome; and saw 
in his mind’s eye when he looked over 
the Forum the old gate which served 
for so long as the barometer of peace 
through that Golden Age in which a 
man with some of the President's own 
attributes tried to hold level this some- 
what incorrigible world. His own 
chance to do something about this 
grave matter is better than that of 
Augustus ever was, for truth to tell 
the Romans of the Augustan period 
were far short of having the Germans 
where we have them now. That first 
foundation of any stable peace is for 
the first time really laid, and we ought 
to be able to build something on it. 
Hiowever. we are not the world’s first 
pacifists by a long shot. We are only 
the world’s first pacifists to sit secure- 
ly on the people who have usually up- 


set the calculation.
